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If you have fond memories of a rum¬ 
pled nine-year-old bursting through the 
front door of a suburban house to shout, 
“Hey Mom, I’m home!” you’re not alone. 
Three generations of Americans grew up 
with “Leave It to Beaver,” and think of the 
impish but lovable Beaver Cleaver, his 
father Ward, mother June, and big 
brother Wally as friends and neighbors. 
The TV series ran from 1957 through 
1963, and repeats of the episodes have 
never left the air. 

Now “Still the Beaver,” a new half-hour 
series made exclusively for The Disney 
Channel, recreates the Cleavers’ world of 
love and laughter. Twenty years have 
passed, and the now adult Beaver and 
Wally are helping their own kids survive

the puzzling process of growing up. You’ll 
see most of your favorite actors from the 
original series, plus a new gang of child 
stars. And you’ll be warmed by the same 
strong current of human understanding 
and solid values which gave “Leave It to 
Beaver” its special appeal. 

The idea of having a “Beaver” reunion 
first came to Brian Levant, the 
producer of this series, 


Around that time, America began catch¬ 
ing Beaver fever. Beaver memorabilia 
and merchandise were suddenly in great 
demand. Songs, cereal boxes, and even 
national magazines like People and Time 
saluted the program, which was being 
shown in 190 different television markets

around the country. In the early ’80s, 
Levant, the producer of “Mork and 
Mindy” and “The Bad News Bears,” 
joined forces with another Beaver fan, 
Nick Abdo, whose production credits in¬ 
clude “Happy Days” and “Laverne and 
Shirley.” Together they created a two- 
hour movie of the week called “Still the 
Beaver,” which delighted the fans when it 
aired in 1983. 

Although the movie was highly rated, 
Levant feared he had reached a dead end. 
“I wanted to do a series, but the networks 
weren’t interested in family shows,” he 
explains. “Luckily, The Disney Channel 
believes that stories about loving families 


an agreement.” 

Jerry Mathers is still the Beaver—but 
now he’s divorced and raising two ram¬ 
bunctious sons with the help of his 
mother. Barbara Billingsley, as June, con¬ 
tinues to beam with the warmth, love, and 
understanding which won her the unoffi¬ 
cial title of “America’s favorite mother.” 
Tony Dow recreates his role as Wally, now 
a successful attorney who married his 
former high school sweetheart Mary 
Ellen Rogers (Janice Kent). And Ken 
Osmond carries on as Eddie Haskell, who 
is now running a shady construction firm. 
But Ward Cleaver’s never-failing patience 
and sage advice is missing. The part

played by the late Hugh Beaumont was 
not recast. 

Like “Leave It to Beaver,” this new 
series offers a child’s-eye view of the 
world. So finding exactly the right chil¬ 
dren for the roles of Beaver’s two sons 
and Wally’s daughter was crucial. “We had 
a hard time choosing the kids,” Levant 
says. “We were trying to find youngsters 
who could combine wide-eyed innocence 
with a polished performance. And they 
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While Wally, Beaver, and the rest of the 
gang were growing up, their real-life 
counterparts were equally busy. During 
the 20 years between the two series, Jerry 
Mathers formed a rock band (Beaver and 
the Trappers), got a degree in philosophy, 
and worked as a real estate broker. After 
dabbling in painting, sculpture, and ar¬ 
chitecture, Tony Dow started a successful 
construction company which he eventu¬ 
ally gave up to concentrate on acting. Ken 
Osmond has been working for the Los 
Angeles Police Department. And Barbara 
Billingsley has frequently been seen in 
television shows and movies, most notably 
as a jive-talking passenger in “Airplane.” 

In reuniting these actors, “Still the 
Beaver” also renews the

John Snee reprises his role in 
the two-hour movie as Beaver’s younger 
son, Oliver. Wally’s daughter, Kelly, is por¬ 
trayed by Kaleena Kiff, a young act¬ 
ress who appeared in “Love, Sydney.” 
And carrying on the wise-aleck tra¬ 
dition of Eddie Haskell (Ken Osmond) 
is Eric Osmond, the actor’s real-life 
son. 

These new kids are still playing in 
the old Cleaver home at 211 Pine 
Street. “We dug up the blueprints and 
restored everything exactly the way it 
was, down to the molding on the 
door and the window trim,” says 
Levant. “Even the interior sets 
are the same.” 


Cleaver family’s spirit—the readiness to 
share problems and solve them together 
—which has not been dated by the pass¬ 
ing years. 

“You know, I talked to a lot of kids when 
we were casting,” says Levant. “The dolls 
have changed, the clothes have changed, 
the jargon has changed, but the trials and 
tribulations of childhood remain the 


same. 

“Kids still have the same trouble living 
up to what the world—and their parents 
—expect of them. And they have to pass 
the same milestones. A boy still makes the 
change from liking frogs to liking girls. 

“I hope today’s kids can grow up with 
Kip and Kelly the way we grew up with 
the Beaver.” V
